The City's Ordinance to 



Unconstitutional. 

The defendant being brought be- 
fore EBquire McDonald upon a war- 
rant charging him with selling goods 
by sample without license, the court 
rendered the following judgment in 
the case, viz: 

This proceeding arises upon a war- 
rant issued by the city of Frankfort 
against L. LaKouque, charging him 
with selling goods and merchandise, 
at retail, within the city limits, with- 
out first having obtained a license 
therefore. The city ordinance class- 
ifies the business for which license 
■hall be required, and graduates the 
amount to be paid for license from 
flu to $250 per year, and fixes a pen- 
alty of from |60 to |100 for violation of 
the ordinance. The evidence is, that 
the accused is a citizen of the State of 
Ohio; that he represents an incor- 
porated firm located and doing busi- 
ness in the city of Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, under the name of Plymouth 
Rook Pants Company; that his busi- 
ness is selling suits of clothing by 
sample, for which he takes measure- 
ments and sends the orders through 
a branch agency in Louisville, Ky., 
to Boston, where the goods are made 
up and sent to the customer. He re- 
oeives no payment on the goods so 
sold, except a deposit of from one 
dollar to five dollars, as a guarantee 
against loss for expense of shipment, 
in case the customer refuses to re- 
ceive the goods and pay the company 
the stipulated price. 

On this state of fact the question is 
whether this ordinance is in conflict 
with section 8 of the Federal Consti- 
tution, which provides that Congress 
■hall have power ''to regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations, and 
among the several States, and with 
the Indian tribes." By this provision 
the regulation of commerce is un- 
questionably vested exclusively in 
CongrebH. Then the inquiry is: DoeB 
the ordinance, in etfect, undertake to 
regulate commerce between the 
States, and is therefore void? I am 
of opinion that the ordinance is void, 
and that the Federal Courts have re- 
peatedly and explicitly so decided. 
The following cases appear to fully 
cover the question presented, and to 
determine the invalidity of the ordi- 
nance upon which the warrant is 
based: 41 Federal Reporter, 776, in re 
Klmmel; 43 Federal Reporter, 913, in 
re White; 44 Federal Reporter, 278, 
in re Ooooh; 45 Federal Reporter, 3, 
Spellraan v. City of New Orleans; 
180 U. S., Robbins v. Taxing District; 
ISO U. S., Carson v. State of Mary- 
land; 12s U. S., Asher v. State of 
Texas. 

The facts in the case of in re Kim- 
mel, 41 Federal KeuurLer, 776 (Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for 
the District of Minnesota), are that 
Klmmel, being a citizen of Nebraska, 
selling goods by sample in the town 
of Austin, Minnesota, which goods 
were to be shipped from Kiiuinel's 
place of residence in Nebraska to the 
purchaser in Austiu, Minnesota, was 
arrested on warrunt charging him 
with so selling without first having 
obtained license from the town of 
Austin so to do. The town ordinauoe 
provided that any person, "going 

/ 



from house to house and selling by 
sample at retail," without first hav- 
ing obtained license therefor, should 
be punished by fine and imprison- 
ment. The court held that the ordi- 
nance was void because in conflict 
with the commercial clause of the 
Federal Constitution. 

In the case of in re White, 43 
Federal Reporter, 913, the opinion 
and the facts upon whienthe opinion 
is based may be thus stated: The 
borough ordinance of Union City, I 
Pa-, requiring all persons canvassing 
from house to house for the purpose 
of selling books, or soliciting orders 
therefore from the general public, to 
take out license and to pay to the 
borough a fee fordoing such business, 
in so tar as it touches a citizen of 
another State, who, aa the agent of a 
person engaged in the book trade in 
such other State, simply so canvassed 
and took orders for tne sale of a 
book, to be sent to and tilled by his 
principal, is a regulation of 
commence among the States, and is 
void. 

The facts in the case in re Gooch, 
44 Federal Reporter, 276, are: Gooch, 
an agent for Armour & Co., of Chi- 
cago, 111., sold, in Minnesota, oleomar- 
garine which was to bo shipped in 
original packages from Chicago, 111., 
to the purchaser in Minnesota. The 
law of Minnesota forbid the sale of 
oleomargarine within the State, 
whether manufactured in or out of 
the State. The court held the Minne- 
sota law unconstitutional and void, 
because in conflict with the 
Commercial clause of the Federal

In Spellman v. The City of New 
Orleans, 45 Federal Reporter, 3, it was 
held that a city ordinance forbidding 
the sale of fruit on the platform of a 
railroad company, when the fruit 
was principally shipped from 
another State, was in violating of 
the Commercial clause of the Federal 
Constitution, and therefore uncon- 
stitutional and void. 

In Robins v. Taxing District, 120 
U. S. 604, it was held that a State 
cannot levy a license tax, or impose 
any other restriction upon the 
citizens or inhabitants of other 
States for selling or seeking to sell 
their goods in such State before they 
are introduced therein; that the 
negotiation of sales of goods which 
are in another State for the purpose 
of introducing them into the State in 
which the negotiation is made, is in- 
ter-State commerce, and that such 
commerce is not subject to State tax- 
ation, even though there be no dis- 
crimination between it and domestic 
commerce. 

To the same effect is the case of 
Corson v. State of Marylanu, 120 U. 
S. 699, which cites and approves the 
Robins case above cited. 

In the case of Asher v. The State 
of Texas: The Legislature of Texas 
enacted that every commercial 
traveler, drummer, salesman or so- 
licitor of trade by sample should 
nay an annual tax of thirty-five dol- 
lars. ABher representing a house in 
New OrleanB, La., sold iu Houston, 
Texas, goods by sample, and was 
fined for not obtaining license to Bell 
as required by'the ordinance of the 
city of Houston. The court held 
that the ordinance requiring a license 
for such sales was in violation of the 
commercial clause of the Federal 
Constitution and therefore void. 

Wherefore the warrant is dis- 
missed, and the defendant is 
discharged from custody.
